Squires of Australia proved the 
b%§est failure as a championship 
candidate that ever entered the 
ring. He had'literally no defense 
when he stood up before Tommy 
Burns and was knocked out in 
less than a minute's fighting. 
Burns retreated around the ring 
before Squires and clinched and 
laughed at the Australian as he 
tried to pin him in a corner. 
When they worked to the center 
again Burns drew Squires' fire 
and then floored him with 
a 


snappy right on the left temple. 
Squires' eyes were blinking and 
he was clearly rattled when he 
arose. There was a lump between 
ear and eye the size of a pigeon's 
egg. He went at Burns m a 
rather shaky manner and forced 
him across the platform, getting 
in a couple of body punches and a 
left-hander on the face. Burns was 
as cool as a cucumber, but Squires 
was still suffering from the ef- 
fects of the knock-down. Burns 
watched his chance and landed 
another snappy blow and Squires 
went to the boards again. He got 
up and reeled around, trying to 
clinch with an imaginary oppo- 
nent. Burns coolly measured him 
and sent him down and out for 
good with a hard right bander on 
the point of the chin. Squires 
rested on his back, his heady 
slightly raised from the mat and 
his eyelids trembling. He was 
dead to his surroundings until /the 
time had elapsed and Jeffries/had 
proclaimed Burns a winner. It 
was probably the shortest cham- 
pionship fight on record. T4ie ac- 
tual time of fighting was/about 
half a minute.

PALO ALTO, July 4.—Dr. H. K. 


Whitford of Elgin, 111., chief surgeon 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railroad company, claims he has 
discovered a method of restoring life 
to persons who seemingly have been 
drowned. Declaring that he is able to 
revive life in a body after it has been 
in water :^ix "hours he has attracted 
wide attention. 


The theory advanced by the surgeon 


and deemed logical by physicians hero 
is an entirely new one. 


"It is imposibles for a drop of wa- 


ter to enter the lungs^of a person who 
enters the water alive," he said, in 
contradiction to the time-honored be- 
lief that the lungs of a drowned per- 


son are filled with water. Continuing 
on this theory he Fays: 


"The water 
striking the 
laryiufc 
causes a spasm which closes the lung* 
and prevents the entrance of water for 
a period of nine days until relaxation 
begins 
Drowning, so called, Is mere*

suspended animation

Never before in the history of the 
worl.l did a whole people so abttnlutely 
and unreservedly devote themselves to 
the securing of Independence; and never 
before in the history of the worlfl did a 
people, unskilled In the arts of war, un- 
prepared for battle and without either 
the munitions of wrir or the moans to 
obtain them, so fearlessly devote their 
lives ajrcd thpnr fortunes to the throw- 
ing .iff of the bonds of a mother-country 
as

the creators of these United 


"It 'required bravery of the highest 
degree for a handfull of fanner folk to 
throw down the gauntlet to a 7nother- 
country such as England was, a jnother- 
cour.trv which was mistress of the seas, 
a mother-country whose banners, since 
Aglrcourt, had 
been 
always crowned 
with victory. It required a mortu stam- 
ina, a devotion to principle, a desire for 
liberty such as no other people had ever 
shown for the fathers of the republic to 
calmly, quietly and without the incen- 
tive of. an Invasion by a foreign foe- to 
resolve 
that, 
come what might, they 
would aecede from the mother-country 
and throwfng off the bonds that bound 
them to her, become a nation free ana in- 


It Is not strange. that the 
Eng- 
thelr 


Xsries. 
And their memories were, for 
evermore, embalmed la verse and song 
as- Heroes worthy of all emulation. ; 
"The 
American 
colonists; 
however, 
were not inspired by the legends of the 
Qreeks. 
Their homes . were not being 
threatened bjr an. invading barbarian host. 
Iliey were bound by tEe ties -of Mood 
and the Instincts of centuries to render 
homage-to the crown against Which'they 
so firmly rebelled. 
They 
knew .that, 
should they fall, their deeds would he re- 
garded as treason, end, crushed beneath 
the power .of a jealous and insulted mon- 
arch, they w»utd be made examples for 
others to contemplate. 
Yet. .untrained, 
poor, without the most necessary muni- 
tions of. war, without great leaders al- 
ready tried in the arts of war. the Amer- 
ican colonists. 
an agricultural "^people. 
calmly and deliberately, knowing all these 
things and realizing the great odds that 
oopfrorrted them, resolved to throw; off 
their.allegiance to the groat,and power- 
ful mother-country and establish here, 
upon the American continent, a republic 
In which all, the humblest and the high- 
est, the richest and the poorest, might, 
upon • terms of equality, partakd of . the 
benefits that freedom which Is vouch- 
safed 
only to a people, who, knowing 
their rights, and. knowing, dar* main-tain 
them:

."It was «uch a spirit, a determined 
desire to achieve freedom, or die in thi 
attempt, that.Induced Charles Carroll of 
Gar roll ton -to sign his name to'the'Im- 
mortal Declaration of Independence, in a 
bold, round hand, and to remark that H 
was writ large enough so that there 
could bo no doubt as to the Identity Of 
him who wrote it. It was such a spirit 
that induced Benjamin Franklin to say, 
with a grim, but understanding, humor, 
"No* we must all hang together, .or we 
will all hang separately,' when, realising 
fully • the portent of what ths -signers 
were doing, he advanced to put his sign 
manual to the revolutionary 
doctrine, 
which. In the event of failure^ would 
brand them all as 'rebels' and consign 
them to the hangman's hands. 


-AMERICAN BRAVERY. 


"Such pool bravery as this, with time 
to -think and count well the cost, may 
well be said to place those who practiced 
It higher oh the roll of brave men than 
the immortal three hundred, who. amid 
the clash of battle and the clang of arms, 
gave up their lives to save Athens from 
the fierce barbarians' raid. Yes, the 
cool, calm bravery - of the American peo- 
ple is well. Illustrated by the clear and 
steady 
signatures 
appended 
to 
tha 
Declaration, the signers of which, facing 
ignominious. death as traitors 
to the 
English crown, placed their names to a 
document which, 
In terms, convicted 
them of treason' ngatnst 
the mother 
country and her king. .Such bravery, 
such absolute, unqualified fortitude ' and 
unflinching 
determination 
to 
achieve 
liberty In the face of the most severs 
penalties, -brands- the 
fathers 
of this 
•country as brave1 men and heroes, whose 
memories and the'recollections of-whose 
self-sacrificing patriotism wo, as Ameri- 
can ckliens. may well be -proud and 
whose examples w* ought always to be 
ready to follow.: 
"The examples set for 
us 
by 
the 
•fathers of the republic have nerved tha 
American people In their hours of darkest 
need.. The stubborn valor of -the 'un- 
trained Mlnutemen of Banker Hill .and 
Lexington,, the unwavering fidelity of —_ 
unshod,. unclothed,' unfed heroes of the 
bloody snows of 
Valley • Forge 
made 
possible the fierce battles of the Clvi 
war and caused the heroes of '61 am 
'65 to rally to sustain the country ths: 
the brave men of the revolution had laid 
down their lives to create. Washington 
Hancock, the Lees, Jefferson, Franklin 
Warren; Greene, La Fayett*, Allen, anr 
all the thousands of lesser and unnarriei 
patriotic heroes of the revolution firid 
their counterparts among the men whc 
saved the country they had made. Lin 
coin, Chase, Seward, Sumner, Grant, 
Logan, Sherman, Sheridan, and the hun-' 
dreds of thousands of good and brave 
men who served our country, and fought 
and bled and died with and under this 
leadership- of these great men, demon- 
strated that American bravery, 'American 
patriotism, were not exhausted In tha 
birth-Struggles of this country we love so 


and Rome, and then,'and not until then, 
did these proud nations fall easy victims 
to their younger, cleaner, more honest 
and mare patriotic foes. 
And, after 


4om« f»ll, liberty became 
extinct for 
centuries, only to be finally revived IP 
this land of ours, the United States of 
America. 
"Washington, idolized by the American 
people, whom he had freed and to whom 
le had given liberty, such as, since the 
fall of the Roman republic, the world 
iad riot seen, refused, like Caesar, to 
put" upon his head a crown. "First In 
peace, first In war. first In the hearts 
of his countrymen," the father of his 
country Jived and died in quiet content 
among his 'people," after their liberties 
were assured, seeking no more privileges, 
enjoying no more rights than did the 
humblest of his fellow-citizens. Lincoln, 
the saviour of the country Washington 
had Created, came 
from the common 
people, lived as one of them during the 
pregnant years that, bearing. Atlas-like, 
upon his shoulders tha destinies of a 
sorely pressed nation, he sadly walked 
among the people whom he loved ao well. 
And when he died, a martyr to his coun- 
try's need, -the only heritage he left to 
Mm children was- the love and veneration 
of the people of all- the world. 
"Grant, -the tarner, fought his coun- 
try's battles as only a brave and patri- 
otic man could fight them, leaving-to his 
fagiily, after h« had earned, with his 
dying hand, the money to discharge his 
debts, only the glorious. heritage that 
comes to h|m who fought his country's 
battles better than he fought his own. 


the liberties of the American people wSH 
disappear and our free government will 
je succeeded, as those of Greece and 
Rome were, by a feeble, debauched, cor- 
rupted aristocracy of wealth and special 
privileges for the few at the expense of 
.the many. And then—God forbid that it 
shall ever happen to our country!—the 
last days of the American Republic-will 
be upon her, and all that our people have 
struggled and fought and bled and1 died 
for will disappear from off the face of 
the earth. 


BRIBERS ARE TRAITORS. 


'Beside the single traitorous act the 
steady, persistent, cold-blooded attempts 
of the bribers of public officials to turn 
the representatives of the people from 
the path of rectitude, are, to my mind, 
more traitorous, I care not what others 
more Traitorous, I care not wnat Diners -i-i,*,. nr -nrlvilpe-pH 
may say or think, to me the brlbe-glver ™f£&v men ' wlfo 1 
is a o/eater menace, to the safety and'wealtny men wno 
the perpetuity of the liberties of the 
people of this country than the war-time 
traitor. Against the machinations of the 
latter we are able 
to guard ourselves. 
For, in time of war,/we ar* alive to the 
dangers that threaten us. But In time 
of peace, busy with our Individual af- 
fairs, we are too much occupied to take 
precautions 
against 
the 
cold-blooded 
bribers of cur representatives." , 
"And so the peace-time traitor, has 
the opportunity to turn aside for his own 
benelit the orderly, honest and equal .ap- 
Mcatlon of the .law. 
Not restrained by 
fear of death for hl» traltrous acts, the 
peace-time traitor 
laughs, because Of 
long immunity, at the penalties of an 
outraged law, and, compared with the 
bravery of a Benedict Arnold, is a cow- 
ard. Arnold betrayed us for money. His 


••No country can lorta be free, and no 
country ought long to be free, In whlcn 
equal and exact justice for alt Its people, 
the high and the low, the rich and the 
poor, does not, as a matter of course, 
exist.

Sherman, Sheridan, Farragut, Logan, all P^ce-time; prototypesdo*o for the aame 
our war-time heroes, whom we .delight 
to honor .and serve, had no thought of 
self. 
They took 
no heed of wealth. 
They gave 'to their country -all they 
had, making their country's needs their 


well. 
"And only a few years 'ago, when 


America* colonists, liberty-lovln* 
Jlsh-nen as they. were, having In 
veins the blood thnt made Magna Charta 
possible, imbued with the i\ere<> desire 
for religious liberty which hf«d driven so 
many of them to dare the dangers of a 
stormv and treacherous ocean—it is not 
strange, that these people, inhaling free- 
dom In the very air of this grc-at con- 
tinent, where, because of Its entire new- 
DMS each muat work out for himself 
the 'problems that confront h-lm. should 
revolt 
a>t the continued oppressions of 
«n unsympathetic mowirch and resolve 
to taJc» up arm* against the sea of their 
political troubles and, by opposing, ena 
.thenn- - TRAINED WARRIOR*. 
"Ths three hundred Greeks at the Paws 
or Thermopylae were trained in the arts 
of war. from their very cradle, for many 
aer.erulons: they had been tamrht that 
ft wa» the greatest heritage that any 
man could leave to his family to have it 
•aid of him that he had died in the-de- 
fer ce of his country. And so. when the 
Invaded Greece, l,«oniaas and 


Spain's' arrogance forced us into. war 
with her, America's youth, arid many 
that 
were no longer young, sprang 
eagerly--to the front to' sustain the K&s 
nnrt die. If need were, beneath Us starry 
folds, as their forefathers did in the old 
days;- when the declaration that all men 
are born free and equal was new, as 
their fathers did 
at 
Gettysburg, the 
Wilderness and Appomattox. 


NQT ALONE IN WAR. 


"But It is not alone in time of war 
that the patriotism of a country.is put 
to the test. 
The war drum and th* 
rumpet rouse us to repel invasion and 
we follow the flag, even to the cannon's 
mould. 
We i ing as heroes those • who 
»ke 'up arms in .defense of their country. 
We celebrate their deeds of. valor and 
ail them 'heroes,' as they are; arid we 
esplse and denounce aa 'traitors' those 
who In tiine of war betray their country 


own.'

.,plied with such accommodations as a person is able to afford and 
.willing to pay for is one thing. The demand to be admitted to 
socifl companionship with White people that colored men may be 
able Ito meet white women on an equal social footing is quite an- 
othei, As the lawmaking power is -vested in white men, the de- 
mand is not likely to be complied with. More Ikiely it will be 
received with indignation, and lose the Negro friends and well- 
wishers in his struggle for equal rights before the law. 


Bishop Walters does his race no good by making it stand for

His logic apparently 
is that they are innocent because they are black and their accnsers 
i white. In his heart'he is pfobabfy glad they shot up the town. He 
would have rejoiced if a white battalion had been dismissed for 
shooting up a colored town. 
He appears to think the dismissal 


peculiarly unjust because Brownsville is situated in a Southern 


i State. He is incensed at the white people of that place because, 
they objected to drinking at the same bar and oating at the same 
tables with the colored soldiers. 


The bishop forgets that a good many soldiers, white as well

Industrial Harmony Based 
oh Good Faith. 


The chief reason for the failure of the labor leaders to reach an 


agreement with Patrick Calhoun appears to be that recognition 
of the carmen's union involves the discharge of the non-union men 
who have taken service with the United Railroads since the strike 
began that their places may be given to the men who^ went out on 
strike. Another reason is Calhoim's firm refusal to ever deal again 
with the leaders of the carmen's union who brought about the 
strike. 


The president of the United Railroads declares that he will 


under no circumstances sacrifice the men who have run his cars 
during the strike, taking the ground that his good faith is pledged 
to give them employment" as long as they deserve it. He takes the 
ground that the carmen's union broke faith with him and called 
a strike that was without the sanction of their own 
laws and 


regulations, hence he says he cannot afford to deal with them any 
more 


The leaders of the Labor Council practically admit that the 


carmen acted,in bad faith and called the strike improperly, but take 
the position that Calhoun's attitude is a menace to organized labor 
and is preventing an adjustment of an industrial disturbance that 
is detrimentally affecting all classes in the community. We cannot 
•help thinking the labor leaders should have exerted their influence 
on the leaders of the carmen before the strike was called. We 
pointed out at the beginning of this unfortunate struggle that mu- 
tual good faith is necessarily the basis of industrial peace and all 
harmonious relations between employers and employes. 


Agreements must be lived up to according to their spirit and 


letter by both sides if peace and good will are to prevail. Compacts 
non-enforcible by law are worthless unless their moral obligation 
is regarded as binding. An industrial war was brought on in San 
Francisco by the Draymens' Association violating their compact 
with the Teamsters' Union. Public opinion sided with the teamsters 
ii\ spite of numerous acts of violence. When the Typotheta broke 
their agreement with the Typographical Union, the public again 
recorded its verdict against a breach of faith. Popular opinion has 
been, against the San Francisco carmen because of a belief that they 
w/re acting unfairly and in bad faith. 
Public opinion wilf now 


hesitate to say that Calhoun is wrong in refusing to recognize the 
union and discharge the men who are now running his cars that the 
strikers may be reinstated. 


This is not a question of wages and hours. It is a question of 


principle, a principle underlying all good understanding end fair 
dealing between man and man. That the public is heartily tired 
of the strike and extremely anxious to see it ended gjfces without 
saying. That popular sympathy naturally inclines to workingmen, 
even when they are much in the wrong, is hardly a matter of dis- 
pute. 


Nevertheless, the observance of good faitii is an issue that can- 


not be ignored or brushed aside that a temporary treaty of peace 
may be patched up in a particular instance. It affects the entire 
community and all future relations between employers and or- 
ganized labor. It is an issue1 that should be met on both sides 
with, candor and sincerity, and. in the light of the broad fact that 
every industrial disturbance deeply concerns every citizen and the 
body politic as a whole. 


Out of the trouble in San> Francisco we hope there will emerge 


a clearer understanding of the mutual obligations of labor 
and 


capital and of the paramount obligations both owe to the cornrou*- 
nity at large. When that understanding is reached the terms of peace 
wilt be ft mere matter of detail rx> be adjusted with comparative ease.

Secretary Suggests Commission

I Secretary of the Navy Victor H. 
Metcalf, in an interview with a TRIB- 
UNE reporter thi» morning, confirms 
the report that a large part of the 
United States navy wilt be seen in 
Pacific water* next winter.

will come around Cape Horn on a prac- 
tice cruise and will visit San Francisco 
harbor.

'I ha\e 
aaid all alonf that there was absolute- 
ly no sigrnifoance to this mo-vement 
from a military standpoint. I might 
bave stated, before leaving Washing- 
ton exactly what I am saying now. 
1 thought a? the nows concerned the 
P«ople of the Pacific Coast, this would 
be an appropriate time to announce the 
exact plans. 


TO STAY 
IN 
HOME PORTS. 


x *^t la the policy of the naval depart- 
ment at the present time to keep the 
fleet In American waters, a» much as 
posstbl*. It is al'ao our policy, as has 
b««n stated, to keep as large a num- 
ber of battleships together as pos- 
atble. 
"We iney as well be spending 
tb» money that la devoted to our navy 
ta American ports a» abroad. In the 
past vre lia^e sent squadrons to va- 
rious European stations with less ad-

nom*.
